ouchy attitude of ingratitude, they can, at least by ef- 
ort, cultivate the lovely, and admirable disposition of 
gratitude. 

As we come to another Thanksgiving Day, we should 
take time out to undertake an enumeration of the many 
fresh, rich, and glorious blessings that God, our Heaven- 
ly Father, has let come to us during the last twelve 
months, in addition to all of those in the previous years. 
I am sure every one of us will readily admit that he has 
let the lines fall to us in many pleasant places, and 
where there were valleys and shadows to pass through, 
He has been our Good Shepherd to guide us, pro- 
tect us, lead us, feed us, and anoint our heads with the oil 
of joy and gladness and that right in the presence of ad- 
verse circumstances.

in November, 
the pilgrims who 
landed from the Mayflower in the 
Plymouth Colony. Yet, I wonder if 
we take time to really consider how 
hard, dark, and dreary those days 
were that they faced, leading up to the harvesting of 
their first crop, which they celebrated after the custom 
of the Levitical Feast of Tabernacles, a demonstration of 
the fact that they wanted their celebration to be approved 
and accepted by their Heavenly Father. On that day, 
set apart by Governor William Bradford, there were 
only fifty-five colonies and one hundred Indians; but on 
this Thanksgiving there is a population of near 140,000,- 
000 Americans, who should reverently, prayerfully, and 
respectfully celebrate the day in the truest and most 
sincere spirit of thanksgiving. In doing this, we would 
not only renew our memories of the brave-hearted 
Pilgrims in 1621, but also do honor to Sarah Josepha 
Hale, the thoughtful, consecrated widow who lived in 
oston, to whom we owe the credit of a day being 
@ apart for the observance of thanksgiving. It was 
he who championed a national Thanksgiving Day for 
twenty years, as one of the first women journalists 
who pled, fought for, and advocated it. She was so 
persistent in her continued writing to the Honorable 
President Abraham Lincoln, until in 1864, he declared 
that thereafter, by presidential proclamation, the last 
Thursday in November should be observed as a nation- 
al Thanksgiving Day. However, the President’s procla- 
mation that this day be observed is not within itself 
sufficient. There must be the spirit of true thanksgiving 
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emanating from the heart before an individual can ob- 
serve this day properly. 

As we come to this Thanksgiving Day, there are mil- 
lions of blessings for which we should praise God. We 
have plenty to eat, plenty to wear, good homes to live 
in, good churches to worship in, good neighborly com- 
munities, towns, states, and nation to live in, where 
the stars and stripes of Old Glory and the Christian 
flag proudly wave over our heads, with a thoughtful, 
God-fearing democratic government to protect us in our 
freedom of religion, freedom of press, and freedom of 
speech. 

While we hate to think of it as a comparison, it is a 
fact (and yet the people are just as good as we are) 
that there are millions in other countries and nations 
who are enduring the anguish and horror of war’s after- 
math of hunger, lack of clothing and fuel for home, 
and the essential facilities of home life. All of this is 
a challenge to us to lift our hearts in humble gratitude 
and thanksgiving to God that His benignant smiles have 
fallen upon us, and ours is the good fortune to have 
plenty, peace, and happiness. But no heart can really 
and truly be grateful without at the same time having 
a feeling of sympathy and prayer for those who are 
less fortunate. A genuine infusion of the Spirit of Christ 
Jesus is requisite to a proper manifestation of gratitude. 
So let us turn to the spiritual side 
of gratitude. 

We remember that it was at Cal- 
vary, in His cruel death, that the 
Lord suffered the base ingratitude 
of man. Upon His last pilgrimage 
to Jerusalem, Christ tasted the bit- 
ter thanklessness of man when He 
cleansed ten lepers and only one 
of them returned to give Him thanks 
for his cleansing. Yet, Christ has 
died for the cleansing of all man- 
kind for a far worse disease than 
leprosy—sin—that is death-dealing for soul and body. 
I wonder if the percentage of those who have actually 
received the kind expressions of His grace and free par- 
don and forgiveness of sin, who are giving to Him grate- 
ful praise and lives of thanksgiving, are over one-tenth 
per cent of all Christendom? 

We are challenged by many of the writers, in very 
striking phraseologies, to give God praise. Let us no- 
tice a few of them. “Give him thanks.” “Abounding 
therein with thanksgiving,” Col 2:7. “Be ye thankful,” 
Col. 3:15. “Giving thanks always for all _ things,” 
Eph. 5:20. 

Then we are to realize that offering thanksgiving 
to God is not just cold formality and of interest to 
those in a congregation only, but we must realize that 
God hears, that Christ Jesus listens in, and that they 
are glorified, for David says, “Whoso offereth praise 
glorifieth me .. .” Psalm 50:23. It was also David who 
said, “Let everything that has breath, praise the Lord.” 
You remember that Jesus replied to the criticizing Phari- 
sees who asked that He stop the multitudes from shout- 
ing “Hosannah in the highest” to Him, that if He should 
do that the stones would cry out praise to Him. 

Then, gratitude does something for us. It rewards 
us with a spirit of contentment even in unpleasant con-

UNWELCOMED VISITORS IN 
GUATEMALA 

Recently the homes of our mission- 
aries were visited by thieves and 
numbers of items were stolen. Broth- 
er Pullin’s home was raided; our Sis- 
ter Furman and little Carol’s house 
was raided, and now we have news 
from Brother Wayne of another 
housebreaking. 

I shall let Sister Furman tell you 
(as she told me in a recent letter) 
of the incident: “A year ago this 
November, a thief stole my entire 
allowance, which I had just received 
from Headquarters. At a later date, 
quite a few things were stolen from 
my kitchen. Then, still later, three 
rocking chairs, two small chairs and 
my husband’s globe of the world was 
stolen. It did molest me a lot, but 
when I came home from a trip one 
day and came face to face with a 
horrible-looking man, who was just 
ready to drop from our low kitchen 
roof to the brick walk, it is mild to 
say I was shocked. Carol stood by 
my side. I found my voice and asked, 
‘What are you doing on my roof?’ I 
breathed a prayer to God for help, 
then calmly told him he could have 
his life cleaned up; he could be saved 
by the power and blood of Jesus. He 
just stood there and stared at me, 
then took off over the roof. I ran 
around to the street as he slid 
down to the ground. I told him I loved 
and served the living God, who was 
able to keep me from all harm. Well, 
all kinds of men came to my door for 
work after that, but I told them quiet- 
ly that I was a poor widow; had a child 
to support; no money, no extras, I 
have not been molested any more. 
Since that time I have made a three- 
room apartment for Carol and me on 
the far side of the house, where the 
roof is higher. Doors open from one 
room to the other, and it is not so easy 
for a thief to drop down from the 
high roof as it was from the low 
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roof on the other side of the house. 
We read God’s Word, pray, put our 
lives in His care, go to bed, and sleep 
most of the night. I hear that thé 
Pullins and Wayne have had a simi- 
lar experience. Thieves broke into 
their well locked house, stole Wayne’s 
radio and ten dollars he was saving 
to apply on a suit for Christmas. I 
feel so sorry for Wayne; he has 
worked hard here. I am praying that 
the Lord will reimburse him for his 
loss. I have not learned what they 
stole from Brother and Sister Pullin.” 

Secretary’s Note: Don’t forget to 
pray for our missionaries, and share 
with them as often as you can, for 
they are tloing a noble work for you. 





SEPTEMBER A BUSY MONTH 
IN GUATEMALA 

Let Brother Wayne McAfee explain 
it to you in his letter, as follows: 

“It seems that each month has 
more work connected with it than 
the last one. September is a big 
month in Guatemala anyway. Dur- 
ing the end of the month are three 
big fiestas in towns in which we have 
churches. During these fiestas we 
have a conference, or special services; 
having services three times a day, 
which gives an opportunity to preach 
the gospel to the many hundreds of 
lost that pass the chapel doors. It 
also keeps the believers from being 
tempted by the carnival that always 
accompanies these religious feasts of 
the Catholic Church. Too, many of 
the Indian brethren are merchants 
who carry their wares from town to 
town, and who take advantage of 
the large crowds of the fiestas to 
sell their goods, and it gives us an 
opportunity to see them and be with 
them in the evening services. 

“T was with the Pullins in another 
town during the fiesta there when 
we received word that thieves had 
broken into our house in Guatemala 
City again. I came straight here and 


went before the police authorities, 
but to no avail. When I went back 
up country again, I left three breth- 
ren in charge of the house; one stay- 
ing from 6 a.m. until noon; another 
from noon until 6 p. m.; and another 
from 6 p. m. until morning. Never- 
theless, one of the brethren did not 
get to the house until around 9 a. m. 
one morning, and in that three hours 
the thieves broke into the house 
again. 

“In the fiesta of Saint Francis . 
Assisi, in San Francisco, El Alto, th 
other day, I received manifold bless- 
ings from the Lord. The services were 
conducted and continued almost en- 
tirely in the Quiche language, the 
only part in Spanish being my mes- 
sages. Not too many songs are trans- 
lated into the Quiche language as 
yet, and when the sisters sang a spe- 
cial song they sang three choruses 
in Spanish, which consisted mainly 
of one single word ‘Hallelujah!’ which 
is the same in their language, too. 
Truly the Lord looked down and re- 
ceived those ‘hallelujahs’ as a sweet 
smelling savour, long and waiting, 
as are we, for that glorious day when 
He can descend for them and for us, 
as His bride, to sing with Him the 
eternal ‘hallelujah to the Lamb that 
was slain!’ 

“T have told you, Brother Walke 
in whom I have all confidence and 
much Christian love, of our physical 
trials and spiritual victories, thereby 
asking your continuous prayer for 
us and for Guatemala. The Lord is 
coming so very soon, and it is our 
duty as co-laborers with Christ, in 
the vineyard, to neither slumber nor 
sleep until we have seen many, many 
souls brought into the kingdom of 
God.”

HISTORY OF LEE COLLEGE 
CLARION

The earliest beginning of the Lee 
College Clarion dates to the fall of 
1946, when Billie Toothman, a college 
student, asked Miss Myers to help 
organize a school paper. This was 
done, and the next thing to do was to 
choose a name for it. Many entries 
were made. The student entering the 
best name was given a year’s subscrip- 
tion to the paper and invited to be 
guest speaker at the banquet that 
year. Campus Hi-Lites, became the 
title for that year. 

The paper carried advertisements 

nd sold for ten cents a copy. It was 
self-supporting until it was decided 
that the students should pay for it in 
the initial fee charged at registration. 

After our school was moved to 
Cleveland, the sponsor, Miss Myers, 
and the staff members thought the 
paper needed a more _ scholastic- 
sounding name, so they decided to call 
it the Lee College Clarion. It repre- 
sents a clarion sounding throughout 
the earth. 

Miss Myers sponsored the paper 
for three years, last year calling on 
the able services of Brother Johnson, 
our librarian. 

This year, for the first time, we 
have some journalism classes, whose 
project is to edit the school paper.

Then Simon Peter answered 
him, Lord, to whom shall we go? thou 
hast the words of eternal life. And 
we believe and are sure that thou art 
that Christ, the Son of the living 
God,” John 6:65-69. “For I know this, 
that after my departing shall grievous 
wolves enter in among you, not spar- 
ing the flock. Also of your own selves

3. Back. “And Jesus said unto him, 
No man, having put his hand to the 
plough, and looking back, is fit for 
the ‘kingdom of God,” Luke 9:62.

went back, and walked no more with 
him,” John 6:66. “Now the just shall 
live by faith: but if any man draw 
back, my soul shall have no pleasure 
in him. But we are not of them who 
draw back into perdition; but of them 
that believe to the saving of the soul,” 
Heb. 10:38, 39. 

4. Waxing cold. “And because iniq- 
uity shall abound, the love of many 
shall wax cold,” Matt. 24:12. 

5. Lukewarm. “I know thy works, that 
thou art neither cold nor hot: I would 
thou wert cold or hot. So then because 
thou art lukewarm, and neither cold 
nor hot, I will spew thee out of my 
mouth,” Rev. 3:15, 16. 

6. Deny. “But if any provide not for 
his own, and especially for those 
of his own house, he hath de- 
nied the faith, and is worse than an 
infidel,” 1 Tim. 5:8. “If we suffer, we 
shall also reign with him: if we deny 
him, he also will deny us,” 2 Tim. 2:12. 

7. Depart. “Now the Spirit speaketh 
expressly, that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines 
of devils,” 1 Tim. 4:1. 

8. Err. “Brethren, if any of you do err 
from the truth, and one convert him; 
let him know, that he which convert- 
eth the sinner from the error of his 
way shall save a soul from death, and 
shall hide a multitude of sins,” James 
5:19, 20. 

9. Forsaking. “Henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of righteous- 
ness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day: and 
not to me only, but unto all them also 
that love his appearing. Do thy dili- 
gence to come shortly unto me: for 
Demas hath forsaken me, having loved 
this present world, and is departed un- 
to Thessalonica; Crescens to Galatia, 
Titus unto Dalmatia,” 2 Tim. 4:8-10. 
“Which have forsaken the right way, 
and are gone astray, following the way 
of Balaam the son of Bosor, who loved 
the wages of unrighteousness,” 2 Peter 
2:15. 

10. Turn. “But now, after that ye 
have known God, or rather are known 
of God, how turn ye again to the weak 


and beggarly elements, whereunto ye ; 
desire again to be in bondage?” ca 
4:9. “And they shall turn away thei 
ears from the truth, and shall be 
turned unto fables,” 2 Tim. 4:4. “For it 
had been better for them not to have 
known the way of righteousness, than, 
after they have known it, to turn 
from the holy commandment deliv- 
ered unto them. But it is happened 
unto them according to the true prov- 
erb, The dog is turned to his own 
vomit again; and the sow that was 
washed to her wallowing in the mire,” 
2 Peter 2:21, 22. 

11. Left. “And the angels which kept 
not their first estate, but left their 
own habitation, he hath reserved in 
everlasting chains under darkness un- 
to the judgment of the great day,” 
Jude 1:6. “Nevertheless I have some- 
what against thee, because thou hast 
left thy first love,” Rev. 2:4. 


12. Fall (meaning to descend fro 
a higher to a lower position). “And 
some of them of understanding shall 
fall, to try them, and to purge, and to 
make them white, even to the time of 
the end: because it is yet for a time 
appointed,” Dan. 11:35. “They on the 
rock are they, which, when they hear, 
receive the word with joy; and these 
have no root, which for a while believe, 
and in time of temptation fall away,” 
Luke 8:13, “Wherefore let him that 
thinketh he standeth take heed lest 
he fall,” 1 Cor. 10:12. “Christ is be- 
come of no effect unto you, whosoever 
of you are justified by the law; ye are 
fallen from grace,” Gal. 5:4. “Let no 
man deceive you by any means: for 
that day shall not come, except there 
come a falling away first, and .that 
man of sin be revealed, the son of 
perdition,” 2 Thess. 2:3. “Not a novice, 
lest being lifted up with pride he fall 
into the condemnation of the devil. 
Moreover he must have a good report 
of them which are without; lest he 
fall into reproach and the snare of the 
devil,” 1 Tim. 3:6, 7. “Let us labour 
therefore to enter into that rest, lest 
any man fall after the same example 
of unbelief,” Heb. 4:11. “If they shall 
fall away, to renew them again unto 
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repentance; seeing they crucify to 
themselves the Son of God afresh, and 
put him to an open shame,” Heb. 6:6. 
“But above all things, my brethren, 
swear not, neither by heaven, neither 
by the earth, neither by any other 
oath but let your yea be yea; and your 
nay, nay; lest ye fall into condemna- 
tion.” “Ye therefore, beloved, seeing 
ye know these things before, beware 
lest ye also, being led away with the 
error of the wicked, fall from your own 


Qs" 2 Peter 3:17. 


According to the scriptures given 
above, it is possible for one to back- 
slide, but it isn’t Heaven’s fault when 
someone falls. God is able to save and 
keep us saved. In Rom. 14:4, we find, 
“Who art thou that judgest another 
man’s servant? to his own master he 
standeth or falleth; yea, he shall be 
holden up: for God is able to make 
him stand.” Also, 2 Thess. 3:3, “But 
the Lord is faithful, who shall stablish 
you, and keep you from evil.” Turning 
to Heb. 7:25, we read, “Wherefore he 
is able also save them to the utter- 
most that come unto God by him, see- 
ing he ever liveth to make intercession 
for them.” 1 Peter 1:5, says, “Who are 
kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation ready to be re- 
vealed in the last time.” And Jude 1:24, 


@::: “Now unto him that is able to 


eep you from falling, and to present 
you faultless before the presence of 
his glory with exceeding joy.” I be- 
live that if a man gets to where he 
should be in Jesus Christ, he won’t 
have to pray through every revival 
that comes. 

God is able to save and to keep saved, 
yet the Scriptures say it is possible to 
backslide. Some ask, “Why?” Jesus 
says, in Matt. 7:24-27, “Therefore who- 
soever heareth these sayings of mine, 
and doeth them, I will liken him unto 
a wise man, which built his house upon 
a rock: and the rain descended, and 
the floods came, and the winds blew, 
and beat upon that house: and it fell 
not: for it was founded upon a rock. 
And every one that heareth these say- 
ings of mine, and doeth them not, 


hich built his house upon the sand: 
and the rain descended, and the floods 
came, and the winds blew, and beat 
upon that house; and it fell: and 
great was the fall of it.” And in 2 
Peter 1:10, we find, ‘Wherefore the 
rather, brethren, give diligence to 
make your calling and election sure: 
for if ye do these things, ye shall never 
fall.” An obedient child of God never 
has gone down and never will go down. 


@rii: be likened unto a foolish man, 
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“For the which cause I also suffer 
these things: nevertheless I am not 
ashamed; for I know whom I have be- 
lieved, and am persuaded that he is 
able to keep that which I have com- 
mitted unto him against that day,” 
2 Tim. 1:12. The word “committed” 
here means deposited. Suppose a man 
has five thousand dollars and he de- 
cides he will deposit three thousand 
in the bank and keep two thousand 
and hide it in his home. Someone 
breaks in and steals the two thousand. 
He tells the president of the bank, 
who says, “If you had deposited the 
two thousand when you did the three, 
you would never have lost it.” Was it 
the bank’s fault? No, the bank was 
not responsible for that which was 
not deposited. The reason many peo- 
ple don’t hold on longer than they do 
is because they don’t make the de- 
posit. Jesus said, “No man can serve 
two masters: for either he will hate 
the one, and love the other; or else 
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he will hold to the one, and despise 
the other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon,” Matt. 6:24. Paul says, “Ye 
cannot drink the cup of the Lord, and 
the cup of devils: ye cannot be partak- 
ers of the Lord’s table, and of the table 
of devils,” 1 Cor. 10:21. Then “Who 
shall separate us from the love of 
Christ? shall tribulation, or distress, or 
persecution, or famine, or nakedness, 
or peril, or sword? As it is written, For 
thy sake we are killed all the day long; 
we are counted as sheep for the 
slaughter. Nay, in all these things we 
are more than conquerors through him 
that loved us. For I am persuaded, 
that neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord,” Rom. 8:35-39. 

Some say that if a person backslides 
a little, he is still saved; but what does 


the Bible say? In Luke 11:24-26, we 
find, “When the unclean spirit is gone 
out, of a man, he walketh through dry 
places, seeking rest; and finding none, 
he saith, I will return unto my house 
whence I came out. And when he 
cometh, he findeth it swept and 
garnished. Then goeth he, and taketh 
to him seven other spirits more wicked 
than himself; and they enter in, and 
dwell there: and the last state of that 
man is worse than the first.” Paul 
wrote to the Galatians, “But now, after 
that ye have known God, or rather 
are known of God, how turn ye again 
to the weak and beggarly elements, 
whereunto ye desire again to be in 
bondage?” Gal. 4:9. “Stand fast there- 
fore in the liberty wherewith Christ 
hath made us free, and be not en- 
tangled again with the yoke of bond- 
age,” Gal. 5:1. Then to the Church at 
Philippi he wrote, “Brethren, I count 
not myself to have apprehended: but 
this one thing I do, forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those things which are be- 
fore, I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God 
in Christ Jesus,” Phil 3:13, 14. That 
is, a Christian should heed this 
exhortation, “Therefore leaving the 
principles of the doctrine of Christ, 
let us go on unto perfection; 
not laying again the founda- 
tion of repentance from dead works, 
and of faith toward God,” Heb. 6:1. If 
you go back and pick up those things 
of sin you have thrown down, you are 
again in bondage. If they condemned 
you before you were saved, they will 
condemn your soul if you go back to 
them. Many things used to justly con- 
demn our Church of God people that 
don’t condemn them today. Are you 
still keeping that covenant you made 
with God? If you had to clean up to 
get it, you have to stay clean to keep 
it. It was old-fashioned holiness 
preaching that brought the Church of 
God to where it is today! If a big 
man wants to come in, let him come 
in the old-time Holy Ghost way. Some 
say, “I want you to know I haven’t 
backsliden; I just don’t have the vic- 
tory any more.” In Matt. 3:11, we read, 
“IT indeed baptize you with water unto 
repentance: but he that cometh after 
me is mightier than I, whose shoes 
I am not worthy to bear: he shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost, and 
with fire.” Some sit around and never 
move, yet claim the Holy Ghost. “In 
the last day, that great day of the 
feast, Jesus stood and cried, saying, 
If any man thirst, let him come unto 
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me, and drink. He that believeth on 
me, as the scripture hath said, out of 
his belly shall flow rivers of living 
water. (But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him should 
receive: for the Holy Ghost was not 
yet given; because that Jesus was not 
yet glorified) ,” John 17:37-39. “But 
whosoever drinketh of the water that 
I shall give him shall never thirst; but 
the water that I shall give him shall 
be in him a well of water springing up 
into everlasting life,” John 4:14. Does 
fire create emotion? Does a river cre- 
ate emotion? If you have that Holy 
Ghost fire, you won’t sit around 
still and dry; the Holy Ghost 
is going to move. You say, “I 
am established now.” You are not 
established! You are stuck and 
don’t know it. He said you are again 
in bondage if you go back to them. A 
backslider needs to be converted again. 
In James 5:19, 20, we find, “Brethren, 
if any of you do err from the truth and 
one convert him; let him know, that 
he which converteth the sinner from 
the error of his way shall save a soul 
from death, and shall hide a multitude 
of sins.” Also, in Rev. 2:5, “Remember 
therefore from whence thou art fallen, 
and repent, and do the first works; or 
else I will come unto thee quickly, and 
will remove thy candlestick out of his 
place, except thou repent.” Matt. 5:13, 
“Ye are the salt of the earth: but if 
the salt have lost his savour, where- 
with shall it be salted? it is thence- 
forth good for nothing, but to be cast 
out, and to be trodden under foot of 
men.” Matt. 18:15-17, “Moreover if 
thy brother shall trespass against thee, 
go and tell him his fault between thee 
and him alone: if he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother. But if 
he will not hear thee, then take with 
thee one or two more, that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word may be established.” To the Co- 
rinthians, Paul wrote “It is reported 
commonly that there is fornication 
among you, and such fornication as 
is not so much as named among the 
Gentiles, that one should have his 
father’s wife. And ye are puffed up, 
and have not rather mourned, that 
he that hath done this deed micht 
be taken away from among you,” 1 
Cor. 5:1, 2. To the Church at Thessa- 
lonica, he wrote, “Now we command 
you, brethren, in the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw your- 
selves from every brother that walketh 
disorderly, and not after the tradition 
which he received of us,” 2 Thess. 3:6. 
‘+ Do you know that when you turn 
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around to.look back, you are already 
on your way back? “Remember Lot’s 
wife,” Luke 17:32, is one of the great- 
est sermons Jesus ever preached. The 
backslider should go back to the altar 
and be reclaimed; I wouldn’t give two 
cents for his hope in eternity, if he 
doesn’t. They say, “He will always 
come back before he dies,” but many 
haven’t. Once when I had preached 
on the prodigal son, one -fellow said 
to me, “Notice, the prodigal son was 
saved in the end.” I said, “So will 
everyone who will do what that boy 
did.” Every backslider can come back 
and be saved if he hasn’t committed 
the unpardonable sin. The devil him- 
self was a backslider; is he going to 
heaven or hell? 

Judas Iscariot was a backslider. In 
Matt. 10:1-8, we find where Jesus 
called His twelve disciples, and Judas 
Iscariot was one of them. These twelve 
Jesus sent forth and commanded 
them, saying, “Go not into the way of 
the Gentiles... but go rather to the 
lost sheep of the house of Israel. And 
as ye go, preach, saying, The kingdom 
of heaven is at hand. Heal the sick, 
cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, cast 
out devils: freely ye have received, 
freely give.’ He sent them out to 
preach the gospel and cast out devils. 
They accused Him of casting them 
out by the prince of devils. I do not be- 
lieve Jesus would call a devil to preach 
the gospel. I will agree that a lot of 
devils are preaching it, but Jesus didn’t 
send them out. 

After Judas had been preaching over 
two years, we find him and the other 
disciples at the supper table with 
Jesus. John 13:26, 27, “Jesus answered, 
He it is, to whom I shall give a sop, 
when I have dipped it. And when he 
had dipped the sop he gave it to Judas 
Iscariot, the son of Simon. And after 
the sop Satan entered into him. Then 
said Jesus unto him, That thou doest, 
do quickly.” When Satan came into 
him, he went out from the supper table 
and betrayed the Lord. “Then Judas, 
which had betrayed him, when he saw 
that he was condemned, repented 
himself, and brought again the thirty 
pieces of silver to the chief priests and 
elders, saying, I have sinned in that I 
have betrayed the innocent blood. 
And they said, What is that to us? see 
thou to that. And he cast down the 
pieces of silver in the temple, and de- 
parted, and went and hanged himself,” 
Matt. 27:3-5. “That he may take part 
of this ministry and apostleship, from 
which Judas by transgression fell, that 
he might go to his own place,” Acts 


1:25. Where did Judas go? In John 
17:12, we find, “...none of them is 
lost, but the son of perdition.” This 
reminds one of what Paul said, “But 
I keep under my body, and bring it 
into subjection: lest that by any 
means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a castaway,” 
1 Cor. 9:27. And again “Having dam- 
nation, because they have cast off 
their first faith,” 1 Tim. 5:12. “Damna- 
tion” here means a future state of 
punishment. In St. Jude 1:5, we rea 
“I will therefore put you in remem! 
brance, though ye once knew this, how 
that the Lord, having saved the people 
out of the land of Egypt, afterward 
destroyed them that believed not.” 
The Bible says that Christians (dis- 
ciples) have their names written in 
heaven. “Notwithstanding, in this re- 
joice not, that the spirits are subject 
unto you; but rather rejoice, because 
your names are written in heaven,” 
Luke 10:20, If our name is there, is it 
always there? Let us see. In Exodus 
32:31-33, we read “And Moses returned 
unto the Lord, and said, Oh, this 
people have sinned a great sin, and 
have made them gods of gold. Yet 
now, if thou wilt forgive their sin—; 
and if not, blot me, I pray thee, out 
of thy book which thou hast written. 
And the Lord said unto Moses, Whos 
ever hath sinned against me, him wi 
I blot out of my book.” Psalm 69:28 
says, “Let them be blotted out of the 
book of the living, and not be written 
with the righteous.” Again we read 
in Rev. 3:5, “He that overcometh, the 
same shall be clothed in white rai- 
ment; and I will not blot out his name 
out of the book of life, but I will con- 
fess his name before my Father, and 
before his angels.” Sin can never en- 
ter heaven. What will happen to those 
who sin? On that day they will not 
be able to find their names there. “And 
whosoever was not found written in 
the book of life was cast into the lake 
of fire.” Rev. 20:15. The Prophet Ezeki- 
el wrote, “But when the righteous 
turneth away from his right- 
eousness, and committeth iniquity, 
and doeth according to all the 
abominations that the wick 
ed man doeth, shall he live? All his 
righteousness that he hath done shall 
not be mentioned: in his trespass that 
he hath trespassed, and in his sin that 
he hath sinned, in them shall he die,” 
Ezek. 18:24. The way you die is the 
way you are going to meet God. I be- 
lieve that if I backslide tonight, open- 
ly and willfully commit sin and die

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A GOOD PASTOR

Our English word “pastor” comes 
from the Hebrew RA’AH and Greek 
poimen and means “to tend a flock,” 
“to rule,” “to associate with as a 
friend,” “feed,” “to make friendship 
with,” etc. 

Just why God has seen fit to term 
the Church as a flock and the pastor 


a | * a shepherd, we shall not be able 
: o explain fully in a short article, but 
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suffice it to say that in the Father’s 
great wisdom and loving care for His 
children, He has chosen to have a 
sheepfold (church) and _ shepherd 
(pastor). 

In the days of Israel, God seemed 
to be displeased with some pastors be- 
cause they had failed to care for the 
people, and He said, “My people hath 
been lost sheep: their shepherds have 
caused them to go astray, they have 
turned them away on the mountains: 
they have gone from mountain to hill, 
they have forgotten their resting- 
place. All that found them have de- 
voured them: and their adversaries 
said, We offend not.” Notice the piti- 
ful condition of the sheep: “Lost 
sheep”; “they have forgotten their 


Ge ae Then notice God’s ac- 


usation against the pastors: “Their 
shepherds have caused them to go 
astray”; “they have turned them away 
on the mountains.” 

What a charge from Almighty God 
concerning His people and pastors! 
Read Jer. 3:15. Note His interest in 
backslidden Israel. “I will give you 
pastors after my own heart.” Our Lord 
spoke of the good shepherd who will 
go after the sheep that is lost. Some- 
times he may be a lamb with “no 
wool,” but if we bring him back, bind 
up his broken legs, feed and care for 
him, he will be grown and able to pro- 
duce some day. 

In the first month of this fiscal 
year, God gave to the Church of God 


’ in Tennessee, 479 members. According 


to reports of our ministers, 1,001 were 
saved. What a blessed trust. Will our 
pastors care for them? 

This writer ‘was impressed greatly 
not so long ago when he was at a serv- 
ice where members were being re- 
ceived into the church. With dignity, 
pride and humility, the pastor held 
the Bible out, asking if each candidate 
was saved, would he obey the teach- 
ing of the Church as outlined by the 
Assembly, would he support the 
Church with his prayers, presence, 
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and finance, did he believe this was 
the Church of God, was he joining it 
of his own free will. Last of all he 
asked, “Will you, when tempted, call 
on the church and pastor to help you 
before giving up?” He then said, “Your 
pastor will come to your aid any hour 
of the night you call.” 

Some people were not reared in 
Christian homes. They have not much 
spiritual help except what they receive 
at the church. They are not accus- 
tomed to the Christian life. They do 
not know how to overcome the enemy 
of their souls. Some have great antici- 
pation and try to live perfect, but are 
only “babes in Christ.” They need the 
tender care of a good pastor. 

A God-given pastor is for: “And he 
gave some, apostles; and some, proph- 
ets; and some, evangelists; and some, 
pastors and teachers; for the perfect- 
ing of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body 
of Christ: Till we all come in the unity 
of the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the stature of 
the fulness of Christ: That we hence- 
forth be no more children, tossed to 
and fro, and carried about with every 
wind of doctrine, by the sleight of 
men, and cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive; But speak- 
ing the truth in love, may grow up into 
him in all things, which is the head, 
even Christ: From whom the whole 
body fitly joined together and com- 
pacted by that which every joint sup- 
plieth, according to the effectual 
working in the measure of every part, 


maketh increase of the body unto the 
edifying of itself in love,” Eph. 4:11-16. 

A good pastor watches for the soul, 
Heb. 13:17. God’s man feeds the flock, 
Acts 20:28. He takes the oversight, 1 
Peter 5:2. 

If a God-called pastor will put his 
time, talent, heart and soul into his 
work, feed his people a good balanced 
diet of the Word of God, show to his 
fiock that he loves them, they will 
grow, produce, support God’s Church, 
be a lighthouse to the lost, love each 
other, be happy and prove to the 
world that the best life is that of a 
Christian. The pastor will not want 
for anything, for “Who goeth a war- 
fare any time at his own charges? 
who planteth a vineyard, and eateth 
not of the fruit thereof? or who feed- 
eth a flock and eateth not of the milk 
of the flock?” and they will be ready 
from the call from on high. 

Ezek. 3:17-19, “Son of man, I have 
made thee a watchman unto the house 
of Israel: therefore hear the word at 
my mouth, and give them warning 
from me. When I say unto the wicked, 
Thou shalt surely die; and thou givest 
him not warning, nor speakest to 
warn the wicked from his wicked way, 
to save his life; the same wicked man 
shall die in his iniquity; but his blood 
will I require at thine hand. Yet if 
thou warn the wicked, and he turn 
not from his wickedness, nor from 
his wicked way, he shall die in his in- 
iquity; but thou hast delivered thy 
soul.” 

May God grant us pastors after His 
own heart who will go to the moun- 
tains, if needs be, and bring the er- 
ring, straying, cold, hungry, crippled, 
torn, beaten, or backslidden children 
of His back to the fold. Amen.

Several years ago I was in one of 
the port cities of China studying the 
language. One day one of the mis- 
sionaries came from a city where she 
had contracted smallpox. Her name 
was Beulah Funk. As I was a nurse it 
seemed my duty to look after her. I 
had nursed a case of smallpox before— 
a little child—and had written to my 
mother about it. She wrote back that 
she was willing for me to nurse any 
kind of disease except smallpox, and 
asked me to promise her that I would 
not take another case of this terrible 
disease. I thought about it and felt 
that perhaps it would be the right 
thing to do, since my mother felt that 
way about it, and I promised her that 
I would not. But this case was brought 
in, and here I was nursing a case of 
smallpox without knowing it. When 
I detected that it was smallpox, I sent 
for Dr. McDonald to come and give 
his opinion. He said that it was small- 
pox and that we must be quarantined; 
so they put us in the Chinese quarters 
on the other side of the compound; 
but before we went I had to get the 
victory about it, for I felt bad because 
of the promise I had made to my 
mother. I went to my room to get 
alone with God. 

There is nothing like that, when we 
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are in difficulty of any kind, or any- 
thing goes wrong—getting alone with 
Jesus and talking to Him about it. I 
obeyed literally the sixth verse of the 
sixth chapter of Matthew, and went 
into my closet and told the Lord all 
about this case. What was I to do? 
After I had talked it out the Lord 
seemed to ask me if I loved my moth- 
er better that Him, and would I not 
obey Him? I told Him I loved Him 
better than anyone else. So I went over 
to nurse Miss Funk with the feeling in 
my heart that I would not take the 
disease. We had a good time praying 
and reading the Bible. We took our 
Bibles with us through the smallpox. 
The Lord gave us many passages in 
His Word about healing and mani- 
fested Himself to us in a wonderful 
way. Miss Funk was quickly healed in 
answer to prayer, but the doctor said 
we must stay in quarantine twenty- 
one days. 

On the 18th day I began to feel 
quite sick. I was aching all over my 
body, but I did not think it was small- 
pox that I was taking. All that night 
I felt very ill. It seemed as if my flesh 
were swelling, and I burned with fever. 
Even then it did not occur to me that 
I had smallpox, and the next morn- 
ing I said to Miss Funk, “I must have

eaten something poisonous. in some 
Chinese food we have eaten,” and all 
that day we prayed the Lord would 
give us victory over this poison. But 
on the morning of the 20th day of our 
quarantine, I got up and there was 
no mistaking things, my face and 
limbs were covered with smallpox 
pustules, and my whole body was 
swollen with it. Miss Funk said, “You 
surely have a bad case of smallpox.” 
I said, “The Lord is able for this. Let 
us pray about it and not tell anyone.” 

While we were praying and asking 
the Lord to heal me, J had a vision of 
two baskets on a scale. One basket was 
up high and the other was down on 
the floor; and a voice came to m 
saying, “Fill up the basket of Praise. 
I jumped up and said, “I am not going 
to pray any more, I am going to 
praise.” Miss Funk said, “You are in 
a very bad condition, and we must 
pray.” I replied, “The Lord will put 
me into good condition if I praise 
Him and I want you to help me.” Then 
I did not care who knew it. So we went 
out on the verandah and walked up 
and down praising the Lord so loudly 
that people came to see what was the 
matter. One woman said, “You have 
a terrible case of smallpox; why did 
you not tell somebody?” I answered, 
“T have told my Heavenly Father.” So 
this woman got all the people togeth- 
er to pray, but I could do nothing but 
praise. By this time Miss Funk had the 
spirit of praise, too; so we praised the 
Lord together. It seemed, however, 
that the more I praised the Lord, ine 
more the smallpox came out on my 
body. 

Then it came to me that I must 
praise the Lord as many times asI had 
pustules on me, and the pustules would 
come off. But all that day as I praised 
the Lord they kept coming out until 
they so covered my body that I could 
not lay my fingertip between them. 
In the afternoon the doctor heard

‘about it, as we were making such a 
noise, for I could not really praise 
the Lord in an orderly manner, I was 
so filled with the praises of God. The 
doctor said, “You ought to be in bed. 
You have a terrible case of smallpoz.” 
I said, “Praise the Lord.” He said, 
“Don’t say that, you must be sensible.” 
I said, “Yes, I am sensible, but praise 
the Lord. He told me to praise Him, 
and I want you to help me praise the 
Lord.” He went in and told the people 
at the fever had gone to my brain, 
d if they did not get me quiet I 
would not last through the night. 

They tried to quiet me, for I was 
praising the Lord, and that seemed to 
be the only thing that would satisfy 
me. It seemed to me I could see a 
grave alongside of Mr. Reeves (who 
had died of smallpox years before) and 
I would fill that grave unless I filled 
up that basket with praise. The mis- 
sionaries begged me to get quiet and 
said they would praise for me, but I 
told them I must praise the Lord and I 
needed all the help they could give me 
to do it. And the pustules seemed to 
be getting thicker all the time; the 
more I praised, the more pustules came 
on my body. There was another mis- 
sionary who was sick in a room near, 
and she sent word to please consider 

er and keep quiet on her account. 
@:: I said, “You tell her if she will 
praise the Lord she will soon be 
healed.” 

About one o’clock that night I asked 
Miss Funk to look at my back and see 
if it, too, was covered with smallpox, 
for I felt that if I lay down before I 
had praised for every pustule on my 
back that I would die. She said, “Your 
back is covered.” So then we jumped 
up and down, and praised the Lord 
again and again. We made consider- 
able noise and the people came out to 
see what was the trouble, although 
everybody was afraid to come in to 
us. A little after one o’clock I felt I 
had praised through, and had filled 
up the praise basket, and I lay down 
very quietly and went to sleep. 

The day before, I had received a 
letter from a missionary, Mrs. Monroe, 
@ asked me if I would give her 

some information as to how to feed 
her husband, who had been ill with 
malaria. Mrs. Farnham had answered 
the letter for me that afternoon and 
I told her what to do and that was 
to praise the Lord; that was all I 
could say. Mrs. Farnham also told her 
how very ill I was . The next morning 
I was awakened by the Chinese woman 
rubbing my face; then she ran and 
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told Miss Funk that I was going to 
die for the smallpox had gone in. Miss 
Funk understood the woman to say 
that I had died and she quick- 
ly dressed and came to me. I had risen, 
and we met each other in the doorway, 
and then what a wonderful time we 
had praising the Lord together. There 
was not a pustule on my body any- 
where! And sure enough I got out on 
the 21st day. 

The Lord told me to go down to 
Macao that day to help Mr. Monroe 
praise through. I asked Mrs. Quick to 
go up to my room in the Missionary 
Home quarters and get my suitcase. 
She was a little afraid I should go off 
so soon, but I told her the Lord had 
said for me to go, so she went down 
to find out if there was a boat going 
that day. Later on she came back 
bringing word there was no boat leav- 
ing on that day. So I went in to pray 
and there seemed to come such a re- 
proof from the Lord, with the question, 
“Had He not told me to go? Why was 
I doubting Him?” So I told Mrs. Quick 
the Lord had said for me to go, and 
boat or no boat I was going. 

I took a Chinese woman with me, 
and we went down to the river. I saw 
a little Chinese junk boat ready to go 
out and called to the captain and 
asked if he would take me along. He 
said, “We do not take passengers, but I 
will take you and let you have my 
room and I will go in with the en- 
gineer.” So we boarded the little boat, 
and I never had such a lovely trip. 
We arrived at Macao and I knocked at 
the door, and when Mrs. Monroe saw 
me she said, “Oh my, you are sick. I 
was just reading the letter telling us 
you were sick with the smallpox.” I 
told her I was healed and she went in 
and told Mr. Monroe that I was there, 
but he was so frightened that he said, 
“It’s just like the devil to send a case 
of smallpox here to finish me up.” I 
told his wife that I would stay outside 
and praise the Lord. 

They were lovely people and trusted 
the Lord for the healing of their bod- 
ies, but he was so ill with malaria that 
he had lost courage and needed help. 
The Lord met us in a wonderful way, 
and that evening Brother Monroe got 
out of bed, clapped his hands and 
praised the Lord, and very soon he 
dressed and went down in the city, 
and told the people how God, the 
Great Physician was able to heal to- 
day and had healed him. That brother 
has had no malaria since that time, 
and whenever I see him he always 
says, “Praise the Lord.” 





I believe there is nothing that brings 
the victory like praising the Lord. I 
have found it that way in China when 
things look dark and discouraging; if 
I got up and praised the Lord every- 
thing would get all right and the 
devil would flee. In the first chapter of 
Revelation, 5th and 6th verses we read, 
“Unto him that loved us, and washed 
us from our sins in his own blood, and 
hath made us kings and priests unto 
God and his Father.” Now do you 
know what the priest’s business was 
in olden time? It was to offer sacri- 
fices. We are made priests unto God 
by the washing of His blood and He 
made us for this purpose—to offer 
the sacrifice of praise. And what is 
the sacrifice of praise? We find the 
answer in Heb. 13:15, “By him there- 
fore let us offer the sacrifice of praise 
to God continually, that is, by the 
fruit of our lips, giving thanks to his 
name.” People say, “I do not want to 
say it if I do not feel it.” But it will 
not hurt you to say it. And if you 
keep saying it, it will become a fruit 
in your heart, and afterwards a fruit 
of your lips. 

If I lose the praise, it is hard to get 
the victory. The devil fears praise 
more than anything else. We have had 
some of the most remarkable heal- 
ings I have ever seen through praising 
the Lord. One Chinese woman, who 
was a leper, had been given up by 
the doctor, and he told her there was 
no hope. She had spent hundreds and 
hundreds of dollars trying to get 
healed. She heard of us and came to 
be prayed for. We offered a short 
prayer and then began to praise the 
Lord for the answer. That was on 
Thursday, and. on Sunday she came 
to the meeting and her flesh, which 
had been so badly eaten by the dis- 
ease, was all healed over, and it had 
a thin skin all grown over like a baby’s. 
She was baptized that day. She was 
sixty-one years old at that time and 
had never learned to read, but now 
she reads her Bible and goes around 
and prays with others.—Triumphs of 
Faith.

tonight, that I would go to a sinner’s 
hell and stand before God and the 
judgment a sinner. The way I die is 
what is going to decide my fate. 

One day when I first started out in 
the ministry, I was discouraged and 
the devil tried to talk with me. I said, 
“Devil, I am going to put some things 
down in a little notebook. Here are 
some reasons Heaston can’t afford to 
backslide.” I thought that thing over 
and said, “First, I can’t afford to be- 
tray the confidence others have in me. 
Second, if I go out of this world in 
sin, what little righteousness I have 
done will not be mentioned. Third, I 
want to go to heaven. Fourth, I can’t 
afford to disgrace my family; I think 
more of my heavenly calling than to 
do that. Fifth, some day the Lord shall 
descend from heaven with a shout. 
That day and hour no man knows, no, 
not the angels in heaven, but Jesus 
said He is coming back again. I don’t 
want to stay here and miss the rap- 
ture.”

Some said that God 
would not be just to send a backslider 
to hell, but he deserves it. I think God 
ought to make a backslider’s hell a 
little hotter! Remember, “The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die. The son shall 
not bear the iniquity of the father, 
neither shall the father bear the in- 
iquity of the son: the righteousness 
of the righteous shall be upon 
him, and the wickedness of the wick- 
ed shall be upon him,” Ezek. 18:20. 
The Romans were informed that 
“the wages of sin is death; but the 
gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord,” Rom. 6:23. The 
great pastor James wrote, “Then when 
lust hath conceived, it bringeth forth 
sin; and sin, when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death,” James 1:15. 
John the Revelator said, “And death 
and hell were cast into the lake of fire. 
‘This is the second death,” Rev. 20:14. 
“But the fearful, and unbelieving, and 
the abominable, and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and 
idolaters and all liars, shall have their 
part in the lake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone: which is the sec- 
ond death,” Rev. 21:8. “The wicked 
shall be turned into hell, and all the 
nations that forget God,” Psa. 9:17. 
The writer of Hebrews queries, “How 
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shall we escape, if we neglect so great 
salvation; which at the first began 
to be spoken by the Lord, and was 
confirmed unto us by them that heard 
him,” Heb. 2:3. Simon Peter interro- 
gates, “For if God spared not the an- 
gels that sinned, but cast them down 
to hell, and delivered them into chains 
of darkness, to be reserved unto judg- 
ment; and spared not the old world, 
but saved Noah the eighth person, a 
preacher of righteousness, bringing 
in the flood upon the world of the 
ungodly; and turning the cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrha into ashes con- 
demned them with an _ overthrow, 
making them an ensample unto those 
that after should live ungodly,” 2 Peter 


2:4-6. I close with this solemn passage 
of scripture, and God help us to take 
warning: “He that despised Moses’ law 
died without mercy under two or three 
witnesses: of how much sorer punish- 
ment, suppose ye, shall he be thought 
worthy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he 
was sanctified, an unholy thing, and 
hath done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace? For we know him that hath 
said, Vengeance belongeth unto me, 
will recompense, saith the Lord. An 
again, The Lord shall judge his peo- 
ple. It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God,” Heb. 
10:28-31.
